approv'd of by all "Parties of what Denomination foever ; 
and therefore the Pialmift directs his precept not to iiny 
peculiar Church of God, but to alt Lands, to ferve, the Lord 
with Gladneft, and to come before his Pretence with a 
Song. 

It has that Force upon the Pajjtons, as to compofe our 
Thoughts, to dijfipate our Sorrows, and to enliven our De- 
votion . It Juits the Spirits when heavy with Grief, or 
exalted with Joy, and brings them into a Temper of 
grateful Serioufnefs. Bow ravifring and delightful ts 
this Exercife wh?n perform V with Skill in a becoming/ 
Manner ? And how muth unlike it f elf whet! made up or 
harjh and difagreeable bounds f They muji have very A- 
■ harmonious bonis, who can hear the one wit houtP leaf ire t 
i or the other without Pain : I mav appeal to ■ qRreat 
many ofvur Country Congregations for the Truth ff this ; 
and yet with how much difficulty are they p rfep.Ma tp 
■ ning in Tune, or to forfake that they have beer. actujUmed 
to e What terrible Outcries do they make ftxh lone has 
Prejudice ) againfi any Alterations i and St their tftcVr- 
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fianding does not help y em to any Arguments again fl the 
thing it f elf, they immediately cry out Popery ! A fright- 
ful Word, often made ufe ofbyfuch as have neither Know- 
ledge enough tojud^e of a thing nor Trudence to let it alone. 
The Defign of this Undertaking is to better and improve 
this excellent and ufe jul Tart of our Service ', to keep up 
an Uniformity in our Parifh Churches, and bring them as 
much as may be. to imitate their Mother Churches the 
Cathedrals ; and therefore all the Tunes and Anthems are 
in Four Parts, and fo make up that fulnefs of Confonancy 
which cannot be expeEled in Two or Three : Each Tart 
when fang alone, is as Mufical as could be allowed, which 
renders them cafy to the Learner ; and the Compajs oft he 
Tarts is fitch, that there fhall fcarce a Tuneable Voice 
be found, but one at leaf, of the Four Parts (hall contain 
andconfifi ofthofe Notes which that Voice will ' mofl natu- 
rally and eafily perform ; fo that all that are capable of 
Harmony may join in this Confort, and Young Men and 
Maidens, Old Men and Children may praife the Name of 
the LQRD. 

It is 'very much to be wiffjd that this Religious Exercife 
might be more ejleemd, and that (fince it is an ejfential 
Tart of the Duty and Homage we owe to the Divine Ma- 
jefly ) a decent 'Performance of the fame might be counte- 
nanced and encouraged by the better fort ; this would be 
a ?neans to add to the Church daily, and make w glad to 
<*o into the Hou(e of the LORD; this would tendfo to 
t'cite and heighten the devotionalTajJions^ and fo to move 
tht Affetfions of the Mind towards God, that our Pfalms 
tf.7^7iyttins would become Spiritual Songs,- when in Imita- j 
tion of the blejfed Chorus above, weCmg unto the LORD, 
with GrorQ in our Hearts, and with the Voice of Melody.

Cliffs* eacn of the four Parts in this Book is conftantly pricked in itsoi 
Cliff i. e. thtTreble is alway* in the G Cliff; the Mtdiiu in the CD 
fet on the third Line ; the Tenor in the C C//^ let on the fourth L'u 
and the Bafs in the F Cliff, as in this Example.

the INTRODUCTION. 

Theft frven Letters vi$. A, B, C, D, E, F, G ; arc called Keys, 
each o? which is a ieveral Degree of Sound, which is more grave it 
acute, according to the Line or Space in which it is plsc'd. 

Thar thefe Degrees may be performed by the Voice, four Syllables, 
vt'%. Mi, Fa, Sol, La, are appropriated t6 the fe\en Keys in fuch man- 
ner, as to f^t>refs their feveral Sounds, however varied by the [61 
Flat and [ JJ ] Sharp, and yet keep the fame Diftance of Sound <ach to 
other; £. £. Sol is always the next Note after Fa; the fame Diftance 
of Sound that is between Fa and Sol, luppofinp th. 7 are plac'd on the 
Keys C, D, is the lame in Vocal Mufjck, when the^ areplac'd on f, G, 
and lo of the reft. 

In a gradual Scries of eight Notes are contained all the fcvenl Sounds 
in Mulkk. Now thefe eight Notes are not fo many ccjual Degrees, but 
confift of five Tones or whole Notts, and two Semitones -or half Notcj, 
whole Order differs according to the Key they are computed -from. 

The Kt»y is the principal or fundamental Note of a Tune, to wfcfch 
the other Notes hive proper Relation, and in which the ifa/rtrl ways< con- 
cludes. It is called Fat or Sharp, not from the Flats and Sharps fet at 
the beginning of the Tune, but with re f pi ft to the Third, Sixth, and 
Seventh above it ; for it the Third, Sixth, and Seventh above the Key be 
LeJJer, the Key is Flat ; if Greater, the Key is Sharp. 

Tmrds, &c. are called Greater or LeJJer, according to the Number *f 
Semitones contain'd in tbem* A G>eate* Third confifts of a Semitones ; a 
LeJJer Third of 3 Semitones ; a Greater Sixift of 9 Semitones ; a LeJJer 
Sixth of 8 ; and loot the Seventh, as will eafily he di-monftrati-d, whin 
;he Placc$ of two Scmiunes in the Scale ofeight Notes areobierv'd. 

1 The Places of the Semitones are uiftinguifhed by the Note, fit; E.g. 
from Mi to Fa, and from La to Fa is a Semitone ; from Fa to Sol, don 
Sol to La, and from La to Mi, is a Tone, as in this Scale, in which the 
Semitones are marked with a Star. 
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Any three of thele Notes are called a Third, which reckoned inchfive* 
ly, contains bur. two Ndvfc.; now if one of thefe be a Semitone, h*t 
Thirdls called LeJJer, bi|c if they be two whole Tones, it is called Greater 1

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Jhus the three higheft Notes in the Scale are a Lejfer Third, anc 
three loweft a Greater Thijrd j and fo of the 6ih and 7th.

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N*/e, The [ K" ] F/a* fee before any particular Note In a Tuae makes 
it a Semitone lower, the [ J$ 1 Mwwp a Semitone higher. 

Thofe Paflfages which abound with Flats or Sharps, and fee in difficult 
te learn by Sol~~fa — ing, are made eafy, by inverting the Names of 
the Notes all along to the Cadence for which they are preparing, and 
calling them as in the'natural Key $ i. e. when Fa by Sharps is raifed a 
Semitone (for three or four Bars togecher, as in Page 109) call .it Mi, 
and the Notes above and below it accordingly ; fo when Mi is made a 
Semitone lower by Flats, call it Fa, as in Page 1 19, and the Nures above 
and below it, as if it really was lb. This Way of inverting the Notes 
gives the true Sound of thole Difficult Places, in the eafy way of common 
Sol~fa — ing. 

. Of Time, &c. 

Time is of two forts, -y/V. Common Time, marked thus, £C] and 
Triple-Time, marked thus, [3 ]. B >th thefe *re divided by Bars which 
doeach include an equal Length of Time whether expreft by Notts or by 
i\ejh.

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The Notes and their Refts* 
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Notes. 
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Semibreve, Minim, Crotchet, Quaver, Semiquaver* 
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Thefc Notes arc the Chara&ers for diftinguifhing the length and fwife- 
ncfsof Sounds, and as they are twice as long each as other, fo anp their 
Refts : Now a Reft is a mark of Silence, to be continued fo long as 
its refpedive Note is to be founded. 

In Common-Time [C] one Semibreve, or as manv Notes as make up 
the length of a Semibreve area Bar: The length of this fttr is while one 
may leifurely fay one, two, three, four ; and it is mcal'ur'd by a conftanc 
and equal Motion of the Hind or Foot, giving one half of the Bar to 
Hand down, and the other half to it up, as in this LciTon, where the Hand 
is to be down, at i» it and up at 3, 4.

In like manner the Gruppo is a 
(baking of a (harp 3d, or 6th, 
at a Cadence taken from the 
Note above ; but the beft way 
of learning thole and all other 
Graces, is by bearing them well performed. 

There is one Grace which \i an Ornament to the whole Performance, 
and which ought to be particularly regarded, and that is a clear and dif- 
tin& fpeaking of the Words, not altogether according to the Spelling, but 
after the beft and raoft polite way of Pronunciation. 

The following Tunes are all let in four Parts, $. e. at one and the fame 
rime there are three feveral Concords to be lounded to the Ba Is, vi%. a 
5th, 3d, and 8th, oralch, 3d, and 8th, which intermingled with l)ii*.

The Parts being placed One tinder another, it is eafy to obferve their 
Compafs, that is, how many Nores the higheft Note in the Tteble, is 
diftant from the lowtft Note in the Baft. 

The ordinary Compafs is ij Notes, it e. two 8ths and a 5th. Now 
if you learn to underftand your own Voice, io that you can tell when 
you found the true Pitch of the loweft of thefc 19 Notes, you may find the 
Highth or Pitch of any Tune, thus : 

Sound the aforefaid Note, which is the lowcft More in your Bafs, 
then raife your Voice to the Key of the Tune (/. c- the Key on which 
the Baf$ concludes ) and from thence to rhe firft Note of theTcnor ; ar.d 
if the lowed Note in the Bafs be the Key, raife your Voice to the Eighth 
above, which is the Note where the Tenor begins ; fo you have born the 
Air of the Tune, and the true Pitch at the fame time* Example* In P/mI* 
19, the loweft Note of the Bafs is on G, the Key of the Tune is C $ found 
' G as deep as an ordinary Voice will permit, than raid* a fourth to C, 
which is the Key, then a 5th, where the Tenor begins. Again, PfJ. 17, 
31, 47, 100, £tf<% In all thefe the loweft Note in the Bafs is the Key, 
iound that Note as deep as before, from which raife your Voice an 8th, 
(obferving to dwell a little upon the flat of fharp 3d above the Key* 
which gives you the Air of theTune", ) and you have a true Pirch of the 
firft Note of the Tenor. The Bafi may be founded higher if the Compals 
be lefs, and lower if it exceed 19 Notes.

The Pitch of the Tenor being thus found, the Bafs which is the Founda- 
tion ot the Mufick, muft (bund next before the other Parts begin ; for too 
much iorwardnefs in the beginning is often the Caufe of the harfheft Dif. 
cords : But let the Ear be fatisfied that the Sounds are truly Harmonick* 
before more Parts be added, for if any Parr be Pitched falfe* tho' lefs than 
a quarter of a Note, it creates an untuneable jarring among all the reft.
